same’’. 


We have also added a much needed building in the 
shape of a hog house 75x24, where we can keep our 
swine neat and comfortable, thereby reaping a better 
profit from their culture; the almshouse has been 
thoroughly painted inside and now presents a building 
of comfort and neatness much credit of which is due to 
our able managers, Supt. Willand and wife, whose aim 
is to make the place as near homelike as possible for the 
unfortunate people whom you are asked to support.

Report of Physician. 


As County Physician for the year ending Jan. 1, 1895, 
I submit the following report: 

During the past year there have been few cases of 
serious or protracted illness among the inmates of the 
County Farm, other than might be looked for among so 
many aged and infirm. ‘That there has been so little 
sickness apart from that attendant upon age, is largely 
due to the excellent management which has character- 
ized the work of the officials in charge. 

The benefit derived from the improveinents made dur- 
ing the year eighteen hundred and ninety-three, have 
been many; while the constant vigilance of the Matron, 
Mrs. Willand, in insisting upon cleanliness of the most 
thorough kind among the inmates and throughout the 
building, renders the sanitary condition as nearly perfect 
as is possible in an institution of this nature. 

There has been no epidemic; but one serious accident 
has occurred, that, the scalding of the Cowan child; one 
inmate, Edward S. Berry, being adjudged insane, was 
removed to Concord. There have been four births and 
seventeen deaths since Jan. 1, 1894. 

In many ways, the new Telephone connection has 


eel 


aided the Physician’s work. At the jail there has been 
the ordinary amount of sickness. One major operation, 
that of strangulated hernia was performed, Drs. Ham 
and Sullivan assisting. There has been one case of 
acute pneumonia. 

In the city, the number of cases treated is large. One 
insane person removed to Concord. 


In conclusion, I desire to express my appreciation of 
the real service rendered me by Supt. and Mrs. Willand, 
in my work at the County Farm; to Mr. and Mrs. Scates 
for their able assistance at the Jail; and to you, gentle- 
men, Commissioners of Strafford County, for making 
possible by your co-operation all that has been done.
